the Request of Robert L,. Madison (“Mr. Madison”) for Full Intervention and to the Data 

Requests of Robert L. Madison. 

A. 
FIJLL, INTERVENTION 

THE COMMISSION SHOULD DENY MR. MADISON’S REQUEST FOR 

Coinniissioii regulations require that a person seeking full intervention in a 

Coinrnissiori matter submit a request for full intervention in writing, which shall specify 

his interest in the proceeding.’ Intervention shall be granted 

(i)f the cormission determines that a person has a special interest in the 
proceeding which is iiot otherwise adequately represented or that fiill intervention 
by pai-ty is likely to present issues or to develop facts that assist the commissioii in 
fully considering the matter without unduly complicating or disrupting the 
proceedings.. . 2

Mr. Madison’s request for intervention does not meet the criteria set forth in the 

regulation. In the first place, Mr. Madison does not demonstrate a special interest in this 

proceeding, which is not otherwise adequately represented. As an electric only 

residential customer of L,G&E, Mr. Madison’s interest is represented by the Attorney 

General of Kentucky, who has the statutory right and obligation to represent consumers’ 

interests before regulatory b o d i e ~ . ~  Mr. Madison has not asserted any additional interest 

that would support his request for intervention. 

The information Mr. Madison presents in his request does not show that he is 

likely to present issues or develop facts that will assist the Commission in fully 

considering this matter without unduly complicating or disrupting the proceedings. Mr. 

Madison states that he has previously intervened in Commission rnat ter~.~ However, he 

fails to mention that the Commission has also denied his requests to intervene in other 

Coinrnissioii matters, including Administrative Case No. 2004-00304, which was the 

most recent L,G&E Home Energy Assistance case. In denying Mr. Madison’s request 

for full intervention, the Commission specifically found that he 

is not likely to present issues or develop facts that will assist the Commission in 
fully considering this case without unduly complicating or disrupting the 
proceedings. Further, Mr. Madison has not alleged any interest in this proceeding 
that differs fi-om that of any other residential customer of LG&E.‘ 

In the 2004 HEA Case, the Commission ultimately denied Mr. Madison even 

limited intewention, finding that “based on his pleadings, it is clear that Mr. Madison is

either unable or unwilling to conform to the restrictions imposed upon a limited 

interve~ior.~’~ 

In liis request to intervene in the current case, Mr. Madison has not identified any 

new, relevant issues that will help the Commission to fully consider the Joint 

Application. It is likely that if the Cornmission were to grant Mr. Madison’s intervention 

and allow his data requests, these proceedings, which are on a short procedural schedule, 

would be delayed. 

B. MR. MADISON IS NOT ENTITLED TO ISSUE DATA REQIJESTS 

Mr. Madison inailed data requests to POWER and ACM on August 17, 2007. 

POWER and ACM object to these data requests because he is not a party to this case. As 

the Commission made clear in the 2004 HEA Case, those who are limited intervenors 

have extensive restrictions on their participation in cases before the Commission, and 

they are not entitled to issue data requests.’ If Mr. Madison did not have the right as a 

limited iiiteiveiior to issue data requests, then he certainly does not have the right to do so 

as a non-party to the case. POWER and ACM should not be required to respond to data 

requests which are not authorized by law or by order of the Coinmission. 

WHEREFORE, POWER and ACM respectfully request that the Commission: 

1. Deny Mr. Madison’s Request for Full Intervention and 

2. 
respond to Mr. Madison’s data requests dated August 17,2007. 

Issue an order specifying that POWER and ACM not be required to
